THE REGAL OATH 
IS BLASPHEMOUS 


Declares Duke of Norfolk at Euch- 
arist Congress—Archbishop 
Bruchesi Speaks. 


London, Sept. 10—Fears are expres 
sed thet the sessions of the Euchar- 
istic congress here may terminate in 
riot and disorder. The home secre- 
tary has ignored the demand of the 
Protestant societies te prevent the 
procession scheduled for Sunday. A 
guard of 1,500 Catholics, mostly Irish. 
men, has been formed to protect the 
procession from outside interference 
and bloodshed may ensue if\Protest- 
ant party persists in protesting against 
the ceremony which the Catholics re- 
vard with peculiar veneration, 

Night and day sessions of the Eu- 
charistic congress have been held 
without any of the sensations promis- 
ed by angry Protestants. It was fear- 
ed some hot-headed persone might 
cause a disturbance, but happily there 
lave been no unruly demonstrations. 
At the afternoon session the Duke of 
Norfolk himself created a sensation 
when, in his address, he declared the 
fnti-~papal oath tuken by king nd- 
ward on his accession to the throne, 
blasphemous. ‘ The oath, he declared, 
was a blasphemous collection — of 
phrases revolting to every Catholic ear 
and which must be deeply painful for 
the King to utter, 

The question of the regal oath 
against Catholicism was discussed at 
a sectional meeting held in horticul- 
tural hall. It was decided that efforts 
should be made to remove the oath 
from the statute book, 

Archbishop Bruchesi Speaks. 

At w huge meeting in Albert hall, 
the cardinal legate presiding, Arch- 
bishop Bruchesi, of Montreal, spenk- 
ing in French, said the congress must 
remind the cardinals of the glorious 
days of Rome. He said he represent: 
ed Quebee, the most Catholic land of 
the British empire, and declared that 
the recent protest by the Protestant 
societies against the congress pro 
ceedings was not a national protest. 
Moreover, the congresé was being 
greeted with sympathy and respect in 
every quarter. The congress marked 
the re-entry of Catholicism into its 
old kingdom. The whole Cathelie 
world was now looking towards West- 
minster, where the eucharist, after be- 
ing carried through the streets in the 
first. capital of the .world, protected 
by the English flag, the symbol of 
civic and religious, freedom (applause) 
would ‘find a.new triumph. As a_re- 
sult of the: congress Ihe would. cherish 
the hope that the whole of England 
would. return, to, the Catholie faith, 
The archbishop, who spoke most clo- 
qently, hada splendid reception. 

Pay Tribute to Two Flags. 

Priory to the Albert hall meeting 
Archbishop Bruchesi took part in a} 
debate, wherein he arbused the most, 
fervent applause of any speaker. He 
spoke of thd complete religious free- 
dom of Canada, the-piety of French- 
Canadians, Pointing te the Union 
Jack and the papal standard he 
brought down the house by declaring 
that the Catholics of Canada were 
“equally attached to the flag of our 
faith and the flag of our loyalty.” He 
concluded by inviting all to the 
Eucharist conogress in 1910 in Mon- 
treal.”’ 


RUSTIN MURDER MYSTERY. 


Or. Lord Saw Man in Stupor 
House of Dead Physician, '

Omaha, Sept. 10.—The most import 
ant evidence in the Rustin murdes 
mystery since the weird story told by 
Mrs. Rice was brought to light today 
through the efforts of newspaper re 
presentatives, when it Was discovered 
that Dr. Lord, hurrying from his home 
to the Rustin home soon after the 
shooting, met a man in the street an 
swering the description of Charles 
Davis, under arrest in connection 
with the murder. Dr. Lord says the 
man was only three blocks away from 
the Rustin house and was coming 
from that direction. 

“The man walked very heavily, as 
though drunk or drugged. He seemed 
to be in a stupor and only half 
couscious of his actions. I connected 
him with the shooting and paid parti 
cular attention to him. He was 4 
short, thick set man, wearing dari 
clothes, a dark hat pulled down over 
the eyes, well dressed, a full round 
face, smooth shaved.” 

Mrs. Rice is held at the matron’s 
department in the city jail, without 
bond, awaiting action by the county 
attorney. She is wanted as a witness 
against Davis.

Standard Oil Attorneys Present An- 
‘swer to Government's Application 
For  Re-Heart of Case—Say 
Judge Landis Permitted Outside 
Influences to Govern Decisian,

Oi! Co, $29,000,000, is charged” with 
having» permitted) oytside influences 
to govern his decision by the attor- 
neys for the company in their answer 
to the application for a re-hearing fil- 
ed in the U, 8, Court of Appeals.

District Attorney Sims, who 
d-ucted the prosecution, wes referred 
to as a “zealous prosecutor.” The 
answer to the government's appeal tor 
a rehearing was submitted by Attor- 
neys John 8, Miller, Moritz Rosenthal 
and Alfred D, Eddy, counsel for the 
Standard Oi! Company, and cites nu- 
merous retsons why Judge Grosscup 
and his associates in the court of ap- 
peals should not grant the govern- 
ment’s petition. ‘ 

The principal argument presented 
is in regard to excessive fines, and 
is declared absolutely that Attorney 
Sims could find no authority to sup- 
port Judge Landis in his action in fix- 
ing the “unheard of fine.’’ The action 
of the gocernment in bringing the 
Standard Oil Company to trial is re- 
ferred t oas “malicious prosecution,” 
and it is reiterated that no evidence 
and law has been brought to bear on 
the case by the Federal attorneys. 

In closing the lengthy answer to 
the government's petition, the Stan- 
dard Oil Company. declares that the 
writ of certification asked by — the 
Federal forces from the Court of Ap- 
peals, whereby the case may be tak- 
en directly before the supreme court 
is not a proper one to be made or en- 
tertained, 

The matter will not be taken up by 
the court of appeals until the October 
session, and then a final opinion will 
be given upon the government's peti- 
tion for a re-hearing. It is declared 
probable, however, that the case will 
be remended for trial,

DREYFUS CASE 
AS RECALLED 


Dramatic Incident Arising Out of 
Trial of Gregori For Shooting 
Major Dreyfus. 


Paris, Sept. 11—The trial of Louis 
A. Gregori, who, or June 4th, of this 
year, fired two shots at Major Alfred 
Dreyfus, in the Pantheon during the 
Zola canonization ceremonies, was be- 
gun in the assize court yesterday. One 
of Grégori’s bullets wounded Dreyfus 
in the wrist. Gregori admitted that 
his act was predemitated and he re- 
peated he had shot at “Dreyfusism” 
and not at Major Dreyfue, as a pro- 
teat against the participation of the 
army in the ceremonies. * 

The continued efiorts of the defense 
to rake up the Dreyfus case culmin- 
ated if a dramatic incident. Gregori 
was attempting to question Major Le- 
»run Renaud on the subject of the 
eonfegsion Dreyfus waa alleged to 
have made to*him while being con- 
ducted from the court martial to the 
prison in, 1896, when Dreyfus sprang 
to hie feet and, with white face and 
trembling violently from rage, shouts 
ed to Gregori’s counsel, “Sir, the ap- 
peal court established in a most de- 
cided manuer my innocence.” 

Immediately an uproar broke loose 
and mingled cheers and groans shook 
the room. Finally the president was 
obliged to clear the court. before a 
semblance ‘of order was restored,

St. Jolm, N.B., Sept. 10—A remark-

The case 
of the striking printers against H. T. 
Hardy, charged with violating the 
Alien Labor act, by bringing men 
from the States to replace the strik- 
ers, was up for judgment.

Hardy was fined $250 or three 
months in jail, but the judge said 
he was in doubt as to his jurisdiction, 
as the offence, if any. was committed 
in the United States. He would like 
the opinion of the Supreme court.

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LAUNCHING OF LARGEST 
BATTLESHIP IN OUR NAVY. 

Portsmouth, Eng., Sept, 10. 
—The baitleship St. Vincent, 
the largest and heaviest Brit- 
ish warship yet built, was 
launched at the government 
yards to-day. It has been un- 
der construction eight months, 
her keel having. been laid on 
December 3rd last. Her di- 
mensions are: Length, 500; 
beam, 84 feet; draught, 27 feet, 
displacement 19,250 tons, Her 
engines will be 24,500  horse- 
power, and she is expected to 
nave a speed of 21 knots.

tile of 1,250 pounds, which 
will pierce 25 inches iron at 
three thousand yards.

Winnipeg, Man., Sept,  10,—Strike 
headquarters have been lively during 
the last two’ days owing to the energy 
of R, P, Pettipiece and his socialistic 
propaganda, The men are still busy 
collecting affidavits on the condition 
of the C. P. R. rolling stock, whieh 
will be placed before the railway com- 
mission, J, H, MeVety asserted that 
more freight engines were demarided 
for Souris and La Riviere yesterday, 
for wheat trains than’the C. P. R. 
could provide, He asserts that there 
will be a big tie-up ef the crop move- 
ment, 

The men-are as determined as ever, 
although some of them admit the out- 
look is gloomy if the C. P. R. can 
continue to run a partially effective 
service. Each morning the newspaper 
men who have waited by appointment 
on J, H, MeVety have been in the 
habit of seeing bim open his mail, 
which “appears to contain a daily 
string of cheques, express orders and 
cash, as contributions to the strike 
fund, Mv. MeVety said yesterday 
that the strike funds were ample to 
meet all claim’, but he has always 
refused to discuss this question on 
the ground that it might stop the con- 
tributions, ‘ 

Men Bound To Win. 

R, P. Pettipiece declares bis belief 
that the men are bound to win, He 
also enys that the strike is aiding the 
Socialist cause and may result in the 
return of Socialist members at the 
genera) elections. If the workers do 
not take advantage of the next Fed- 
eral contest, he deelares he will go 
back to the coast and organize the 
Japs. The latter, he says, are now 
armed to the teeth ,and houses in 
Chinatown have the roofs loaded with 
stones and bottles, ready to prevent 
any further attack from the Exelu- 
sionists, Recently the shingle mills 
found that all their Japanese laborers 
had struck for higher wages. There 
was no publicity and no excitement, 
but the Japs won out. They even ap- 
pealed to the Vaneouver Trades and 
Labor Council against white labor 
“seabbing” on them, 

Cléan Up Country With Japs. 

“In short,’ said Mr. Pettipiece, ‘if 
I can’t wakeg these fellows up in 
the Dominion election, I will go back 
and organize the Japs, and clean up 
the country with them. It would be 
easy from what I have seen of them.”

BUSINESS ON A 
SOUNDER BASIS 


H. M. Molson, Director of Molson’s 
Bank, Does Not Anticipate 
Boom This Year. 


A number of prominent officials of 
the Molson’s Bank of Canada are in 
the city at present on their way 
through western Canada and are to+ 
day inapecting the iocal branch and 
looking into conditions in this city 
and district. They are H. M. Molson, 
director of the Molsons bank, W. Mol- 
son Macpherson, president, and Jas. 
Eliot, general manager, all of Mone 
tread, The party came up from Cal- 
gary on the ©. P. R. last night and 


leave this afternoon for the Pacifio 
couet. 
Speaking to a Bulletin representa. 


tive today regarding their trip, Mr. 
Molson stated that they were making 
one of their periodical trips of inspec. 
tion through Western Canada. They 
are visiting all of the 65 branches of 
the Molsons Bank of Canada, and are 
looking into the trade conditions and 
the crop prospects at the same time 

“Everything looks very bright for 
an excellent harvest thie year,” said 
Mr. Moleon, “According to reports re- 
ceived irom the different branches of 
the bank in Canada the grain crop 
from the west will yield considerably 
over 100,000,000 bushels. <A few re- 
ports of frost have been received, but 
the damage is only slight and is con- 
fined to seattered districts and will 
have no provincial effect on the grain 
crop generally. 

More Money in Circulation. 

“With the harvesting of this year'’a 
crop a great deal of money will be 
put in oireulation, which will tend 
to relieve the trade depression and 
tightness in the money market. I do 
not think, however, that there will 
be any great boom this year, even if 
a good crop is harvested, It will be 
late in the year before the money re- 
alized on this year’s crop is actdally 
put ‘into circulation and even then I 
think many of the people are too 
badly frightened at the recent season 
of depression to branch out as be- 
fore, 

“Trade, of course, ia improving now 


and will continue to do so. Whole- 
salers in the east, however, report 
that the orders received from Western 


Canada business firms which form a 
considerable portion of their business, 
ere coming in in rather smaller quan- 
tities than in former years, showing 
that the dealers are more cautious 
then in the past and do not want to 
overstock." 

“Over-cautious?” wae asked, 

“Well, perks a trifle over-cauti+ 
ous,” was the reply, 

_ “However, this will be overcome in 
time and then I think business 
throughout the country will go fore 
ward on a sounder basis ever,” 

No New Branches Immediately. 

Asked regarding whether his bank 
was planning to open pew branches in 
Western Canada, Mr. Molson etated 
that nothing had been decided as yet. 
The amount of business being done by 
their western branches was very satis- 
factory, but they would not decide 
until alter their return east whether 
they would open any more branches 

Today the bank officials are driving 
through the city and surrounding dis- 
trict with Mr, Swaisland, manager of 
the local branch of the Molsons bank. 
Mr Molson expressed considerable 
surprise at the very evident growth 
and progress of the city of Edmonton 
since his last visit here and remarked 
that the city was rapidly assuming a 
more metropolitan appearance.

Lowery asked Donald 
Hardy if he had a knife; Hardy said he 
did not have a very sharp one, “I have 
one,” said Lowery, and, reaching into his 
pocket, he drew ont his knife. opened it, 
and handed it to Hardy, saving, “Cut it 
off.” There was no time to lose, and 
Hardy, gritting his teeth, drew the blade 
of his knife across the remaining flesh 
and ligaments, and severed the leg. 

On the way to camp Lowery’s  forti- 
tude did not desert him, He remarked 
to the doctor, however, that with one leg 
he was of no more use TA the world, and 
did not care to live. His only regret vas 
that he would have to leave his aged 
mother ,a native of Cornwall, England, 
of whom he was the sole support. At the 
hospital he gave the address of his moth- 
er, and then submitted to the dressing 
of the wound, It seemed for a while thot 
the injured man might recover, but the 
shock to the nervous system proved a- 
endurable, After hours of intrepid strag 
gle, he died,

NEW AEROPLANE RECORDS. 
Made Three 
Flights With Airship, 


Washington, Sept. 16 
Wright in three phenomenal flights at 
fort Meyer to-day established new 
aeroplane records that not only assure 
the success of the official trials betore 
the army board, but indicate that a 
pecial flight is now only a matter of 
development. War on land and sea 
will find in the aeroplane a valuabl 
means of reconnaissance and possibly 
onrnage,

the uchievements of the Wright Bro- 


thers’ aeroplanes to-day. That thes 
flithts, record-breaking as they were 
will even be surpassed by Orville 
Wright during his trials at Fort Mey- 
er, is confidently predicted, The first 
fight made this morning in which the 
machine circled the drill grounds at 
the Fort 77 times in 57 minutes and 
37 seconds, was exceeded this after- 
noon when a flight of sixty-two min- 
utes and forteen seconds was made. 
Not satistied with breaking all dis- 
tance and time records tor a heavier 
than alr-flying machine, Mr, Wright 
took Lieut. Frank Lahm, the aéyo- 
naut of the signal corps. for a spin 
around the drill grounds, and making 
a new record for a two-man flight. All 
this has been so quickly and so un- 
ostentatiously done, that the specta- 
tora, among whom were members of 
the cabinet and high officers of the 
army and navy, could hardly realize 
that history had been made, and that 
a new era in civilization was being 
run, The morning flight was witness- 
ed by only a handfal of enthusiasts, 
but the news spread so rapidly that 
fully a thousand people gathered on 
the military reservation across — the 
Potomac trom the national capital, to 
see the afternoon event, 

At 5.16 the machine rose into space 
and sailed over the drill grounds 
Higher and higher it rose, turned at 
a slight angle as the aviator brought 
it around at the far side of the field, 
and raced along at increasing speed, 
There was hardly a quiver of the aero- 
plane in the last few rounds of the 
field, Mr. Wright evidently having the 
steering apparatus well in hand.

AUTOMOBILES IN WARFARE. 
Their Utility as Means of Transporta-

$25,000,000 LOSS BY FIRE. 


Estimate of Enormous Damage to 
British Columba Forests. 


Victoria, B.C., Sept. 9.—The heavy 
rains of the past. few days have work- 
ed incalouln ble good in all but ex- 
tinguishing the jorest fires that have 
for weeks been raging in the Cowigh 
an district and thenee toward the 
heart of Vincouver Island. The fire 
centred in the vienity of the Mount 
Sicker mining camp, where all save 
five buildings, in what is quite a 
flourishing mining village went up in 
flames, 

The cream of the island’s most ne- 
cessible timber wealth has been licked 
up by the fires, and the C.P.R., the 
Victoria and Chemanus Lumber Com- 
pany and the Cowichan and Lady- 
sinitht lumber companies are heavy 
sufferers, their loeses running far into 
six figures. 

It is estimated that orest fires thus 


far this season throughout British 
Célumbia have caused losses ap- 
proximating $25,009,000. The heavi-
